The whole number ‘si different pupils in town attending 
school during the year as shown by the register is 13.); : boys 
69, girls 61. The number of children in town between the 
ages of 5 and 15, enrolled by the selectmen, is 167; males 
116, females 51, exceeding the number of pupils registered 
by 37; but 10 who are older than 15, and 2 less than 5 
have attended. The cause of the discrepancy between the 
enrollment and registration is not apparent. 

The wages paid teachers averages higher than in any pre- 
vious year, and we think the work done by them, with one 
or two exceptions, bas justified the advance. We could 
shave hired for less pay, but the cheap plan had been fol- 
lowed till the schools showed it. If they have commenced 
to improve in standing the extra amount is well invested. 
Tt has been the aim of the superintendent in his 33 Oras 
visits to benefit the schools by such suggestions and advice 
as he was able to give, making them practical and Ae 
rather than formal and passive, which might answer the 
letter of the law, but not its spirit and intent. A more 
thorough method of instruction in all branches has been 
urged upon the teachers, which has been adopted with re- 
sulting benefit. 

In the judicious selection of teachers, aiming to secure 
the best; in our united effort to raise the school a a higher 
standard, and the improvement of school houses in the 
direction of health, comfort and attractiveness, there should 
be no step baskwird. The idnaiey ard the churches of or 
country are sail to be free; but they will not ran them- 
selves; they both cost-m mney, bat are the last items of ex- 
pense that an enlightened and Christian people should 
erudge or withhold, for from them we derive our most 
valued products, and from us they demand a generous 
liberality. :
